There 
waa no entbuaiaam in tba crowd; 
the el«opy-eyed gambler* and boot- 
leggers looked sulteiUir on, tlMJ bav- 
in ^; fought with tbe R«pn!bHeaB ma- 
chine for four years more of graft. 
Big black, thick-lipped negro 
gamblers and dive-ikeepers were con- 
spicuous in the crowd. They shoved 
right and left, noiaily telling those 
around them hoar they put It over 
for Qojn and Reform. Long after 
the ceremootea were orer .tbeee 
tough negroes lounged up and down 
in front of tbe City Hall and Court 
House with tbe air of "toeing boss 
of dem white folks workng in- 
side" 

The crowd was augmented by 
many Keystone cops, many of "whom 
hiad never seen a Mayor sworn In, 
being recent newcomers from dis- 
tricts where they don't have Mayors. 
Chief Petty's supposed Police hand, 
composed of police and firemen, en- 
Mvened the ceremonies with that 
same old "oompa oomjMi" tune that 
they have been rehearalng tor four 
years, but they Just can't get away 
from that "Turkey In the Straw" 
flavor. It is not known wberther 
the new Chief of Police will aoa- 
tinue the band or not. Many MmM 
are being mentioned for Ghtitt 
among them being C. J. Maddfs, 
Capt. Carroll, R. I. Pox and Tommy 
Butler. There waa one myaterjr at- 
tached to the Inauguration that re- 
mains to be solved. Two big floral 
Irish han)s were sent to Quln la- 
beled "From the Irleb in Portland 
uid Mmerick." No namee were at- 
tached and many ,are gueaalng as 
to the identity of angr Irish who 
would oonfcHB that they wqrked 
liand in band wlCb the Torch crowd.

This wild desire of plunging 
into all the new and frivolous pas- 
time* and pleasures provided by 
modern civilization has infected 
both young and old. For if the 
parents are drawn from the home 
by clubs and by society, the chil- 
dren are lured to tbe lyoTles, to 
the play grottoda aad summer gar- 
dans and! MMmrsiooa, 'wivleh pnrrlda 
so naflyi pitiala fipr the nniwarr 
and ia wUob ao oaagr go dsadag 
down tha padi that laada to aptrlt- 
nal death aan ruin. 

Tbe amoaements that take tba 
younger generation from the healthy 
influence of tbe home have prac- 
tically all become "oommercialized." 
Their managers and organisers look 
only to tbe money returns wdilcb 
they can secure from their InTest- 
ments and from catering to the 
youthful que:t for pleasure. How 
few of them ever think of elevating 
tile moral s«'nse, of providing a 
legitimate pastime, which entertains 
withotil sowing the seeds of moral 
leprosy in tlu> mind? The first o'b- 
ject of the men in charge of the 
palacen of pleasure in the large 
cities, let us repeat it. is money. 
Their second object Is more money. 
The poor victim.- pa;/ Mielr contri- 
butions to the manager, whi l er ' t b a • 
home life and the healtb restoring ' 
and uplifting relaxation and aai|09r>- 
ment that uaad to be brand by tba 
flrealde and in tba company of par- 
ents, frieada and ralatloaa, are 
scorned aad tba boma to bstng aa- 
dM<Buaad'. 

Sut do ttoaa who turn thair 
iMMka upon the home really find 
soul-satlstying happiness and tbe 
recreation needed to keep up thesr 
usual work toy yielding to this spirit 
which prompts them to floe to out- 
aide amusements? Is not one of 
the result.s of this nervous, nerve- 
racking race for something new In 
the line of pleasure, and for the 
empty liaiihles and frivolitiios of a 
sen.sition-seeking world, the lower- 
ing of iihysicul efficiency? Many 
physicians admit that thi.s is one of 
the- evils springing from the stren- 
uous pace of the mixlern world in 
Its ohase -after nerve- tingling excite- 
ment. A German Bishop, Mgr. 
Keppler, ot Rottenbuiv, baa weU 
expreaeed tbla condition when be 
said that our age has "many plsaa- 
ures but Utile Joy." Again, onr 
newspapers with thair dalljr, dreary 
quota of divorcea and broken family 
tiea, ot tanrily nuarrala aind dom e sti c 
tragadlaa, briag aa indictment 
agalaat this unhappy spirit which ia 
causing so many to forget the boma 
and to seek their main, dlstraotloa 
outoWe Its walls and tar from' tba 
family circle. 

There were once .so many splen- 
did forms of amusement and* of 
recreation which acteii like a tonic 
to a mother weary with the day's 
chores, to a father returning tired 
from hours of toil, to children and 
servants after the performance of 
the day's task. So much genuine 
plt*asure and joy were once derived 
from singing in the home. In fact 
tbe word "folk.song" is still one of 
our cherished words and a favorite 
expression in our books of litera- 
ture. But this is about all. Today 
some young folks seem to tbink that 
the only song worth heariag to' tba 
one beard Io tba nlekelodaon.. Ma- 
slc too, which MlAbaal Angato cailad 
God's riobeat glflt to maafclnd, aad 
once so BMCb in TOgas In the bcaae. 
no longer appeals to the rotariaa 
of Vanity Fair. They care tor It 
only outside the home circle, evao 
though modern inven.tlone have 
brought the classic opera to the 
very fireside. 

The art of reading and of Vf>cal 
expression of the worId'.s Idte-rary 
masterpieces ia seldom practiced in 
homes. The dally newspapers and 
the Sunday supplement with their 
loud and screechy daubfl, litter the 
floor, and as they are inane and 
insipid, soon become tire.some and 
have no power to hold the reader at 
home. Woald It not be worth wihlle 
to practice tbe gentJe art of riding 
ahMd tor tha benaftt oC other maaa- • 
ban ot the tamUyT Cooraraatloa. 
which ahould b« like a haal^ . 
batoft to soothe tba tired mind aad 
tronbled heari, has ahnoat become 
a loat art to thoae who break away 
from tbe home and to thoae nko 
are happy only In tbe midst of tba 
maddening crowd.

Apparently it i^< not 
undoMtooKl out.sldc ot Home. Again, 
what refreshinK .simplicltyl The 
True Voice wonders whether newo- 
pappr writers can recall th« letter 
on peace and disarmament Issued by 
Pope nenedi<'t in August of 1917. 
The Poi>e there laid down the prin- 
ciples ot a juat peace and asked the 
nations then at -war to agree to it 
and to disarm. But the nalions 
were too much beat on war then to 
heed the ««ir«S Ot tlM VleVT Ot 
Chrisft. 

"More than a yaar later President 
Wlleon adopted wfttub ot the soggee- 
tione ot the Pope's letter in his fa- 
mous "tonrteen polnta" as the basis 
ot pesea. He failed to give the 
Pope credit tor tlie augaeatioBa, but 
a parallel ot the letter aad the 
"tonrteea polata" ahowed naaalstak- 
ahly the origia pt tba lattar. The 
Pope was not i^Toa eredit Cor the 
poUits anggested in hie letter — ^but 
that made little difference at the 
time. The important thing was that 
they were acoepted as the tentative 
basis of peace. Later on, at the 
Veraalllee conference, the "fourteen 
points" were forgotten, and peace 
was made on the basLs of power. 
That did not change the rlghteous- 
naw of the "fourteen polnta" and 
the Pope's letter from wliich tliey 
were taken. The tntora la stlU be- 
fore ue. 

The suggestion for disarmament 
made by the Pope in that letter was 
then looked upon as vialooiary. It 
was only when the nationA were all 
bat omahed by 'the intoiemble bur- 
den of vur dabta that they began to 
think of diaamament.
